o Access to residences should be always maintained during construction. If access is denied,
please call the 24-hour hotline at 425-305-3578. We will speak with the on-site staff and
resolve the issue as quickly as possible.

o Crews will lay metal plates over excavations to restore access as needed. It may take crews
up to 15 minutes to set up a safe surface for you to cross.

e There will be noise, dust, and vibrations typical of an active construction project.

o Vibration monitors are onsite collecting data to ensure that vibration levels do not exceed

allowable limits set by the City of Mercer Island.




o If vibration levels exceed the allowable limits, crews will temporarily stop work to address
vibrations, as needed.
e Emergency vehicle access will be maintained during construction.
e Services such as garbage, recycling, composting, and mail will not be interrupted.
